It matures from 
10 to 12 days earlier than Mont- 
calm ,which renders it especially 
suited for delayed spring seeding. 
On: the -basis of 20 tests conducted 
on the black ‘and grey soils since 
1947 Montcalm. has outyielded Olli 
by 23 per cent. In spite-of this dif- 
ference in yield potential, Olli will 
continue to be a popular variety 
in the western and northern parts 
of Central Alberta. / 

Montcalm acreage has increased 
to the point where it has almost 


of. 22 tests conducted throughout 
Centra Alberta from 1947 to 1949 
Montcalm outyielded O.A.C. 21 by 
nine per cent. Both varieties ‘are 
quite similar in maturity, lodging 
resistance and length of straw, but 
Montcalm has slightly larger ker- 
nels. Montcalm does not suffer from 
neck breaking to the same extent
